Again balked in their efforts to 
have council consider the Key recall 
petition, while withdrawals and de- 
nials of signatures continued to weak- 
en the legal margin required for its 
passage, foes of Mayor James L. Key 
Friday began a drive to stop the leaks 
in the document, while the mayor him- 
self termed the recall maneuver a 
“gigantic fraud.” 

Friday night the margin of signa- 
tures had dwindled to 158, with 258 
other demands for removal awaiting a 
check by J. Henson Tatum, city clerk. 
A total of 129 names had been strick- 
en from the list up to that time. 

Charges of forgery continued to 
play «aun important part in_ the -de- 
mands for withdrawal of names, while 
some signers asserted they had signed 
petitions asking the Georgia assembly 
not to permit an increase in local 
water rates only to have their names 
appear as signers of the recall,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(#)— 
Aroused by renewed bear raids on the 
stock exchange, the administration 
gave the word: today to the senate 
banking committee to show to. the 
country just who was behind the re- 
peated movements to knock down se- 
curity prices. 

“We have the names,” gruffly an- 
nounced Senator Walcott, republican, 
Connecticut, as he left the White 
House today. “We are going to let 
the country know just who are these 
big professional raiders who have been 
deliberately taking the bloom off of 
every constructive enterprise for the 
last year.” 

The banking committee was called 
into session for tomorrow, at which 
time it was indicated a list of names 
of big-time speculators on Wall Street 
would be submitted for subpoenaing as 
witnesses.

After a protracted conference 
with President Hoover at the end 
of a day of closely watching devel- 
opments in the orient, the secre- 
tary of state declared indirectly the 
administration felt the American 
position needed no further exposi- 
tion. He issued. a detailed sum- 
mary of policy Wednesday. 


JAPANESE AIDING 


WHITE RUSSIANS, 


MOSCOW CHARGES 


Soviet Demands Explana- 
tion of Activities in East 
and Warns Tokyo 
Against Invasion. 


BY STANLEY P. RICHARDSON. 
MOSCOW, Feb. 26.— () — The 
world was informed today that Russia 


has charged Japan with supporting 
and protecting “white” Russian ac- 
tivities in Manchuria and has demand- 
ed an explanation of what is going on 
in that far-eastern province. 

These blunt and official representa- 
tions followed close on the heels of a 
Tass (soviet) news agency dispatch 
from Peiping that Japan was spon- 
soring a “white” Russian force in 
northern Manchuria—a force which 
planned to invade Vladivostok and the 
Russian province of Primor. 

All this was topped off with publi- 
cation in Moscow of a speech by Gen- 
eral Blukher, far-eastern chief of the 
soviet army, which he wound up with 
the words of Joseph Stalin, Russia’s 
strong man, thus: 

“Wedo not want an inch of foreign 
land, but we will not give up a single 
inch of ours.’ 

The soviets’ official representations, 
it was revealed today, were made on 
Wednesday by L. M. Karakhan, soviet 
acting commissar for foreign affairs, 
and were given verbally to the Jap- 
anese ambassador here, Koki Hirota. 
They were contained in four points. 

(1) Russia called attention to the 
request of the Japanese command at 
Harbin for 17 troop trains to move 
soldiers from Imienpo to Pogranichni. 
This request was made, Karakhan 
said, “under the pretext of defending 
the lives of Japanese residents in the 
latter city,” but that it was “not usual 
because the troops were expected to 
be sent to the soviet border.” He said 
the soviet government wanted to know 
if the Japanese government knew of 
the request. If it did the soviet govern- 
ment “wants an explanation.” 

(2) Ambassador Hirota was advised 
that the action of the Japanese mili- 
tary command at Harbin proposing a 
contract for cut rates and free trans- 
portation of troops was “of a political 
character and could not be decided by 
the railway management.” The ques- 
tion was related, Karakhan insisted, 
“to the existing treaty between the 
soviet union and Japan on the one 
side and the soviet union and China 
on the other.” An explanation was 
asked on this point also. 

(3) Karakhan informed the Jap- 
anese ambassador that the activities 
of “white” Russians in Manchuria 
were being carried out “under the pro- 
tection and direct support of the 
anese.” He said these facts did not 
coincide “with previous declarations 
made by Jajan to the soviet govern- 
ment that ‘white’ Russians would not 
be supported by the Japanese.” An 
explanation was again asked. 

_ (4) The Russian commissar finally 
asked information about the new 
Manchurian government ,recently set 
up, and which the soviet press had 
charged is a mere puppet directed by 


Japan.

Few Planes Scout 
Trenches, Drop Bombs, 
But Both Sides Rest on 
Arms; Japs Wait Troops

SHANGHAI, Feb. 27.—(Satur- 
day.)—(#)—The Japanese army and 
navy air fleets combined forces this 


morning for a fierce bombing attack 
on the Chinese forts at Woosung. 
In addition to dropping numerous 
bombs on the forts at the mouth of 
the Whangpoo river, the planes flew 
to the northwest along the south bank 
of the Yangtse, where they loosed ex- 
plosives on Chinese defense works. 
Meanwhile an unfamiliar hush had 
settled-on the other end of the battle 
line. The whole Shanghai front was 
quiet after the Chinese succeeded in 
thwarting the Japanese attempt to 
Bottle up the strategic center of the 
line at Kiangwan. 
Chinese Shell Chapei. 
Shortly before daylight Chinese bat- 
teries im Chapei started a heavy shell- 
ing of the Japanese positions in Honx- 
kew. But this burst of activity lasted 
only a brief period and drew only a 
the Japanese 


gun 

Then the whole battlefront became 
quiet. Freed for a few hours from 
the menace of shrapnel and bullets, 
the soldiers—both Chinese and Japa- 
nese—suffered in bitter cold as a bit- 
ing wind swept over the battlefield. 

A few Japanese airplanes flew over 
the line, but for some strange reason 
the Chinese maching guns and anti- 
aircraft batteries were silent. 

Shanghai residents, accustomed to 
the thunder of cannonading almost 
every hour of the day, didn’t know 
what to make of it. 

Japs Await Reinforcements. 

At 7:30 a. m. the Japanese broke 
the quiet for a short but severe bom- 
bardment on the Kiangwan front, 
and then settled back to inactivity. 

One possibility was that the Japa- 
nese were determined to sacrifice no 
more men until their reinforcements 
arrive. The North China Daily News 
reported that new units would get 
here today. The 11th division would 
be the first to land, the newspaper 
said, and would be ‘followed shortly 
by the 14th. 

Three additional divisions are beinz 
mobilized in Japan, the Daily News 
reported, and soon the Japanese 
forces here will constitute the larg- 
est foreign army ever to set foot on 
Chinese soil,

ATTRACTS COMMENT 


Roosevelt Silent on Selection 


of Successor to Tammany 
Leader. 


ALBANY, N. ¥., Feb. 26.—(/)— 
Telegrams and letters of comment 
upon Governor Roosevelt’s. removal of 
Sheriff Thomas M. Farley, Tammany 
leader, have piled up in the executive 
mansion and the governor’s capitol 
officers. 

There were suggestions, also, as to 
who he should name to succeed the 
sheriff, who was removed because of 
his unsatisfactory explanations of 
large bank accounts. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in keeping with his 
custom, did not make public any of 
the communications. 

Outstanding in the speculation on 
Farley’s successor is Charles V, Hart- 
nett, state commissioner of motor ve- 
hicles, whom John F. Curry, the 
leader of Tammany Hall, is said to 
have suggested to the governor. 

Political observers attached an in- 
ference to the naming of Farley's suc- 
cessor as they did to the removal it- 
self, saying if Mr. Roosevelt selected 
somebody acceptable to Tammany he 
would nullify any animosity that de- 
veloped from the ouster action.

German Chancellor Beats 
Off Three Attacks of 
Government Foes.

BERLIN, Feb. | 
times in quick succession the reichstag 
voted confidence in the Bruening gov- 
ernment today, then defeated three 
opposition motions regarding proce- 
dure, whereupon the national socialists 
called the meeting a “monkey show’ 
and walked out. 

The chancellor expected a margin of 
15 votes against a motion of non- 
eonfidence in the entire cabinet. He 
got 25. ‘ 

There followed a motion of non- 
confidence in Wilhelm Groener, minis- 
ter of defense and interior. It was de- 
feated 305° to 250. 

Then came a similar motion against 
Hermann Dietrich, the finance mipis- 
terf¥and the reichstag turned it down 
by 291 to 250. 

The nationalists moved to dissolve 
the reichstag and were defeated by 71 
votes. Adolf Hitler’s national social- 
ists lost by a wide margin on a mo- 
tion to suspend the chancellor's 
emergency decrees for the duration of 
the presidential campaign, and the 
communists lost by a vote of 568 to 
75 on a proposal to “stop all pay- 
ment of tribute based on the Versailles 
treaty and annul all private debts to 
capitalistic countries,” 

That overwhelming margin did not 


for after the vote the national social- 
ists the nationalists and the populhsts, 
said that if the motion had been sepa- 
rated they would have approved that 
part which advocate abolition of rep- 
arations. 

Thus the chancellor consolidated his 
position at least until March 13, when 
the people vote for a president. 

Adolf. Hitler, who heretofore has 
been ineligible for the office because 
he was not a citizen, qualified on that 
count today by accepting appointment 
as councillor to the Berlin legation of 
the state of Brunswick. 

Late in the night session the reichs- 
tag reacted to Hitler’s naturalization 
by adopting a communist motion 
stopping the contribution of the na- 
tional treasury to the police admin- 
istration of Brunswick. and another 
communist motion calling upon the 
government to cancel a recent ordi- 
nance readmitting the national so- 
cialists into the reichswehr (the na- 
tional guard). 

Hitler scored a point, however, in 
a resolution offered by the munici- 
pality of Coburg, offering him honor- 
ary citizenship in recognition of his 
assumption of German nationality. 

The reichstag adjourned at 10 
o'clock tonight, sine die. It was left 
to Speaker Paul Loebe and. the coun- 
cil of elders to reconvoke the body 
when necessary,

~ , 000,000 Fund Is Urged 
~ To Protect Banks.

“ae WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—In a 
ct brief apa on the floor today, Sena- 
> tor Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
= made a vi appee for the es- 
125,000,000 federal 
bank depositors’ guaranty fund, in 
keeping with provisions of a bill laid 
fore the chamber earlier by Senator 
Duncan U. Flecher, of Florida. 

The rgia senator declared con- 
gress should have taken legislative ac- 
tion years ago to establish such a 
fund and declared the nation in the 
future will look back on the past se- 
ries of bank failures with shame over 
its neglect to guarantee such deposits. 

“T am glad the Florida senator has 
put in his bill a provision to guaran- 
tee bank deposits,” said Senator 
George, “particularly those in savings 
, banks. A man may be willing to 
gawnble with a checking account, but 
there is no reason why he shouldn't 
be guaranteed against loss of funds 
which often are the last, sole de- 
pendence of persons about to pass 
off the active stage of this life. 

“Stockholder’s liability in national 
banking institutions should be worth 
more than the paper it is written on. 
Deposits should be absolutely guar- 
anteed by shareholders and we should 
make effective the liability of every 
shareholder for every share. Most of 
our bank failures have been in small 
banks, and could the liability rule have 
been enforced, most of the depositors 
would have been saved, {[ commend 
the banking and currency committee 
to these facts: (1) All savings de- 
posits should be guaranteed; (2) de- 
posits in national banks should be 
guaranteed by the shareholders.” 

Senator Fletcher, in offering the 
measure, declared he was satisfied 
legislation along the lines proposed 
is necessary to restore to a full meas- 
ure the confidence many have lost 
in financial institutions. The people, 
he said, want safety above every other 
consideration, adding the impression 
prevails that existing banking laws 
need strengthening. 

“My impression 
“that ve 


is,” he asserted, 
the first 40 years of our 
old national bank act the loss to de- 
positors in closed” national banks 
amounted to less than oné-tenth of 1 
per cent. On this basis, a tax of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent per annum of the 
deposits in the federal reserve banks 
nels seem to yield sufficient protec- 
ion. 

“This guaranty fund,” he explained 
further, “could be placed with the di- 
rector of the federal reserve system 
in which those banks are located and 
invested in government securities only. 
This sinking fund in 20 years wou 
assume such huge proportions that 
there would be no such thing as a 
“broken bank’ in the United States, 
provided the examinations of the na- 
tional bank éxaminers were of such 
a nature as any careful businessman

A veritable picket line was formed 
Friday in the corridors of the city 
hall by proponents of the recall move- 
ment, and every force at the command 
of the Federation of Trades was in- 
voked to save the petition. 

A tofal of 5,154 names remained 
on the originally checked list Friday 
afternoon after the withdrawals had 
been posted, only 158 more than the 
number needed to force the election, 
and Tatum had 28 demands for re- 
moval of names in his possession but 
unchecked against the original lists. 

Although there have been , more 
than 200 withdrawals filed, many of 
them were not accredited on the orig- 
inal lists as checked, Tatum explained. 
There appeared every likelihood that 
withdrawals today will more seriously 
jeopardize the recall. ;

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The 
Georgia delegation in the house has 
practically given up hope that Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Hyde will con- 
sent to the establishment of a branch 
in Atlanta to take care of farm feed 
and seed loans. 

Following a long conference with 
Secretary Hyde. in which Reéepresenta- 
tives Brand, Wright. Ramspeck and 
Larsen participated, it was announced 
that, although the secretary looked 
with favor on Atlanta as an appro- 
priate location for a branch office, 
the insistence of Senator Ellison D. 
Smith, of South Carolina, that Co- 
lumbia be given the honor, has dis- 
couraged the department of agricul- 
ture from establishing a new branch 
anywhere in the south. J. T. Rose, 
head of the republican organization 
in Georgia, was present at the con- 
ference with Secretary Hyde and 
made a vigorous plea in behalf of 
Atlanta. 

It was pointed out to Secretary 
Hyde that Atlanta wished a branch 
agency to take care of loans sought 
by farmers of Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina, and, if necessary, North 
Carolina.

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HOOVER WILL APPEAL 


FOR LEGAL REFORMS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(/)—In 
an effort to plug yawning loopholes 
in federal criminal procedure and to 


close breaches in the bankruptcy laws, 
President Hoover announced today he 
would submit a new special message 
to congress early next week. 

The document—long awaited as his 
special law enforcement message—will 
cite the results of more than two 
years’ study by a host of experts. 

It will contain a long list of hoped- 
for reforms—aimed principally at ere- 
ating deterrents to crime through 
speeding criminal trials and appeals, 
and at the saving of millions now lost 
jointly by both bankrupts and cred- 
'iItors. 

The president today cited orally 
to newspapermen about his desk some 
of the methods designed to diminish 
the ease with which certain gangsters 
and others had escaped justice through 
the employment of clever criminal 
lawyers. 

He is known to feel that the Unit- 
ed States has failed to keep pace with 
other major powers in the swift dis- 
pensation of justice by allowing crim- 
inals too frequent appeals. 

Here are the principal criminal re- 
‘forms Mr. Hoover will seek: 

Increased permission of accused per- 
sons to waive indictment by graud 
juries if they wish to plead guilty.

No persons can be said to have 
learned the basic principle of suc- 
cess in Contract until they accept 
without question the principle of. ap- 
proaching with low suit bids. ‘Such 
bids, as I have frequently pointed out, 
do not reduce the number of safe no- 
trump game contracts, but actually 
increase them, becauce the distribution 
of the combined hands may be inves- 
tigated readily by beginning the bid- 
ding with a suit bid of one, while 
opening with a no-trump bid tends to 
make much more difficult the disclos- 
ure of distribugjon. When vulnerable, 
the requirements for biddable suits 
should be shaded, provided the hand 
is not a mininium, in order to guard 
against the dangers of no-trump con- 
tracts.

Indications were late Friday that 
the Southern conference was sure to 
see some withdrawals ‘at the meeting 
here in September following the fail- 
ure to appoint agcommissioner to su- 


pervise athletics and the removal of |

The commissioner plan was tabled 
when Curly Byrd, of Maryland, chair- 
man of the committee, declared the 
plan too expensive to be put into 
effect this year. 

It was not stated whether the com- 
missioner plan would be brought up 
again or not. The general impres- 
sion was that it was on the table to 
stay. 

The conference spert almost .a week 
working out a uniform eligibility rule 
last December in the meeting at New 
Orleans and yesterday rescinded it 
completely. This automatically moved 
the conference back under the old rule 
which allowed each member to certify 
their athletes as eligible according to 


their own standards. 


DISAPPOINTMENT. 


The meeting was a bitter disap- 
pointment to those who had led the 
fight for some sort of uniform re- 
quirement. It was pointed out that 
some universities permitted men to 
play who were passing as little as 
six hours of work, while still others 
required 12 or more. 

is also destroyed the uniform 
entrance requirements, making some 
athletes able to enter with fewer 
qualifications than those needed by 
athletes at other institutions. 

Dr. L. C. Glenn, of Vanderbilt 
University, one of the members lead- 
ing the fight for uniform entrance 
and eligibility requirements, said that 
he was disappointed. 

“This opens the bars,” he _ said. 
“It means that there are no eligi-« 
if the members 
do not care to have them. It means 
that this institution may require one 
thing of a student and another some- 
thing else and still play the man in 
football. 
with high scholastic requirements 
cannot hope to compete with those 
permitting men to play with low 
scholastic standards.

I could have been fight- 
ing at 40 with a better pair of 
legs than most boxers have today, 
because I had put them to work 
from the start and had kept them 
developed. Few fighters today 
have even a vague idea of what 
leg training means. I should say, 
offhand, they don’t put in even a 
fifth of the amount of time and 
exercise needed to get one's legs 
in shape.” eee 
The answer to Tilden’s case is sim- 

ple enough. He practically has lived 
on his legs. The same is true of Ty 
Cobb. When Cobb was 39 years old 
he batted above .370, which is proof 
enough that he still had his share of 
underpinning while two years. older 
than Dempsey is today. 


The Most Remarkable: Legs. 


The most temarkable set of legs 
that sport has ever known belong to 
Paavo Nurmi. In Paris, at the 1924 
Olympic games, I saw him finish the 
10.000-meter race under a_ broiling 
sun, which blistered the hearts from 
most of the field. Nurmi finished at 
a good canter, ran over and picked up 
a coat and then trotted off the field 
while most of the others were stagger- 
ing in. 
“When I was a kid.” Nurmi said,

ed to visit a friend 20 miles away, 
{ ran part of the way and walked the 
other when I didn’t have to use skis 
or snowshoes. I ran and walked to 
school and back every day and school

BRITON BREAKS 
MILE RECORD: 
FAILS AT MILE

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb, 26.

Thus, Sir Malcolm chalked up five 
new world records during his latest 
racing campaign, which ended today. 
| Besides the marks set today he had 
established records for the mile and 
one kilometer on Wednesday. 


The long, fish-shaped Bluebird 
zoomed up and down the ~ 12-mile 
course today in a cloud of spray for 
an average of 251.743 miles an hour 
for the official mile, «which was 
clocked in 14.60 seconds, the pilot 
failed to break the record he estab- 
a Wednesday, 253.968 miles an 
our. 


AVERAGES. 


However, on the same southward 
and northward flashes he averaged 
242.751 miles an hour for five miles, 
breaking his previous record of 
211.491. For the five kilometers he 
averaged 247.941, breaking a_ record 
of 241.589 made Wednesday. In the 
ten kilometers he averaged 238.669, 
breaking the record of 152.09 held by 
Borcacchini, of Italy. 

Although dissatisfied with all rec- 
ords, made under unfavorable condi- 
tions, the captain announced tonight 
he would crafe his 1,500 horsepower 
Napier Bluebird tomorrow and ship 
it back to Enzland. He will follow 
Thursday.

COTTON BELT’ SEEKS 
LOAN OF $39.59, 750 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.— 
(P)—The St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway Company (Cotton Belt) to- 
day applied to the interstate com- 
merce commission for permission to 1s- 
sue $39,599,750 of genéral and refund- 
ing mortgage bonds to be pledged with 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for loans needed to refund out- 
standing debts. 

The principal item to be refunded- 
is $20,727,750 of first consolidated 
mortgage 4 per cent gold bonds due 
on June 1, next. 

The issue also would secure $13,- 
490,000 to refund first terminal and 
unifying mortgage bonds now pledged 
for short term notes. It is planned 
to borrow $3.252,000 to cover expendi- 
tures made during 1929 and 1930, for 
improvements on lines owned or leased 
and $511,000 to refund a 5 per cent 
bond issue of the Paragould South- 
eastern Railroad Company due in 
1944. 

The remainder would be used to re- 
fund bonds held in the railroad com- 
pany’s treasury for. various purposes, 
including $42,000 benefit of former 
employes in annuity trusts. 

Although the application would au- 
thorize the company to pledge the en- 
tire amount sought to be issued for 
loans, the application said that on 
January 25 the company applied to 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion for loans of $32,727,780.

SEATTLE, “Feb. 26.—(P)—Un- 
leosed by héavy rains and high tem- 
peratures, flood and avalanche took 
four lives in Washington state ones 
and four yesterday. 

George Johnson and his son, Gus- 
ta, 10, died when a natural dam broke 
in High Point canyon, east of here, 
sending a foot torrent of water, 
rocks and trees down the gorge against 
their home. 

Two persons were killed and five 
were missing late today in an aval- 
anche at Edgewick, a small .¢own in 
central King eounty. 

The bodies of the four men, buried 
when an Avalanche of snow roared 
down the precipitous sides of Diablo 
canyon, in eastern Skagit county yes- 
terday, were still sought. Digging par- 
ties were threatened throughout the 
day by smaller slides. 

From every part of the state came 
word of rising rivers, flooded roads 
and washed-out bridges. 

Snow and earth slides blocked trans- 
continental highways across the Cas- 
cades and coast and state highways 
were flooded by at least a dozen rivers 
or closed by slides. 


CITY WORKERS TO GET

the county by the Trust Company of 


Georgia and the Robinson-Humphrey 
Company, it was announced Friday. 
An agreement was made for a loan 
of an additional $1,000,000 later, it 
was said. 
He said that the trust company has 
to offer citizens of the county 
an rtunity of taking up part of 
the loan, the county paying interest 
at 5 1-2 per cent. e trust company, 
he said, will offer individual shares 
of from $500 to $10,000. The county 
will pay off the $2,100,000 loan on 
December 31, 1932 and each note will 
bear the same interest, 5 1-2 per 


cent. 

The loan is based on the recent 
county audit, which showed that re- 
ceipts in 1931 amounted to $4,200,- 

. On this basis the county, ac- 
cording to law, is entitled to borrow 
one-half of this amount on its tax 
receipts for the current year. During 
1931 $2,000,000 was borrowed by the 
sounty from New York and was paid 
on time. This year the county failed 
in its first appeal to the New York 
bankers and so Mr. Longino took the 
matter up with local banks and 
closed the deal Thursday afternoon. 

For the last two years the county 
has reduced the cost of its overhead 
it was pointed out, and is one of the 
few counties in the south which has 
po bonded indebtedness.
